London, May 6.— Hopes of early 
settlement of 
the 
general 
strike 
seemed banished from the thoughts 
of the mighty forces engaged in the 
industrial struggle today and labor 
and the government each moved to 
break the resistance of the other. 


W ith each day the 
strike 
con­ 
tinues the moment when taut tem­ 
pers will snap comes nearer. 
Labor 
tightened its grip on London today 
when taxi drivers joined the general 
walkout which already had crippled 
transportation facilities. 


All cabs but a few were idle to­ 
day, thereby cancelling the improve­ 
ment in suburban trains w h ic h ^ n 
some lines is one-third of normal. 
Subway officials announced today 
that all lines in London would be 
operating before night. 
The Bishop of Oxford'has called a 
mass meeting for tonight to urge re­ 
sumption of negotiations 
and 
the 
Bishop of Winchester still hopes to 
induce King George to emerge from 
his constitutional inactivity as medi­ 
ator in this greatest of British civil 
disturbances in more than a century. 
Violence is slowly gaining 
mo­ 
mentum in some of the larger urban 
centers. 
London’s workers launch­ 
ed a campaign today to prevent the 
operation of non-union 
omnibuses 
and 
charabanies. 
Strikers seized 
and burned an omnibus 
near 
the 
famous Elephant and Castle public 
house in South London. 
The pas­ 
sengers were ejected without a strug­ 
gle. 
Nearby the strikers halted a 
government mail truck, broke 
the 
motor and set fire to the chassis. 
Police reserves were 
rushed 
to 
Southwest London when 
a 
crowd 
menaced a group of men who were 
continuing their work. 
Each independent bus 
operating 
today is guarded by a policeman who 
rides beside the driver. Government 
leaders are determined, confident and 
convinced of the 
righteousness 
of 
their position. 
They interpret 
the 
strike as a thrust against the B rit­ 
ish constitution and it is their pur­ 
pose to protect the unwritten docu­ 
ment with the armed forces of the 
country, if necessary. 
Every major port in Britain today 
is under the guns of one or more 
war vessels. 
Troops are in readi­ 
ness throughout the land. 
In addi­ 
tion to the large police force norm­ 
ally employed, the government baa 
enrolled thousands of special 
con­ 
stables. 
W ith these tremendous forces at 
his disposal, Premier Baldwin has 
decided to smash the strike if the 
strike leaders do not submit. 
Of the 4,000 American firms 
in 
London, practically all of them are 
affected by the strike, C. D. Lyman, 
commercial attache at the American 
embassy, told the United Press to­ 
day.

FIRST DEATH FROM 
THE GENERAL STRIKE 


London, May 6.— The first death 
resulting from general strike disord­ 
ers in Britain occurred today near 
the Elephant and Castle public house 
in South London, when a bus driver 
lost control of his vehicle during a 
barrage of stones by strikers. 
One man was killed and another 
person involved in the accident w m 
reported dying. 
The stoning was 
one of a series which began early 
this morning with the seizure and 
burning of a passenger bus. 
The strike breaking bus plunged 
into a passing wagon. 
The British chamber of commerce

HOUSE AND STAB HIM 
TO DEATH 


Muy 6- -(U P )— Deputy 
Warden Peter N. Klein was killed In 
n Jail break al the Illinois state peni­ 
tentiary here yesterday, when 7 con­ 
victs 
five of them serving sentences 
for ipurder— trapped him I i i the soli­ 
tary cell house 
and 
stabbed 
him 
through the heart. 
The seven prisoners were granted 
permission to enter the deputy war­ 
den's office on a 
regular 
morning 
conference. 
There were five other 
employes In (he office. 
The prisoners attacked th** deputy 
warden with a knife, killing him, 
aud took all hut, one of the other 
employes to the solitary cells, where 
they were locked up. 
Forc ing Captain J. W. K**ely, one 
of th** deputies’ aides, to escort them 
lo the prison 
w h U h, the seven at­ 
tackers ordered a motor cur from the 
prison garage. 
The motor car sent for them was 
Klein’s personal car. 
The prisoners 
then forced thy captain into the car 
aud escaped after waiting 
at 
the 
prison gate about ten minutes. 
Prison officials this afternoon said 
that no one iii the office had paid 
any attention to the seven men who 
advanced on Klein's office us It was 
his regular morning for conference. 
The names of the escaping prisoners 
have not yet been determined. 
The murder, escape* and kidnaping 
apparently was a carefully planned 
affair. 
As the other prisoners in 
th** new model 
penitentiary 
went 
about their tasks, the seven prison­ 
ers filed Into the deputy warden’s of­ 
fice in orderly fashion. 
With a carefully planned maneu­ 
ver, the prisoners got Into a position 
to drive office employes Into the soli­ 
tary ceils 
away from 
the 
other 
prison guards 
and then returned to 
the deputy’s office. 
The attack on 
Klein was apparently a brutal affair, 
as his body was badly hacked when 
found later by prison authorities. 
The 
prisoners 
then 
apparently 
forced Healy to march In front of 
them to the gates of the prison, u h 
their orderly flight from th*; deputy’s 
office did not attract

captain of the guard, and forced him 
to aid their escape. 
Under threat of death the convicts 
marched Keely to die prison garage 
where he commandeered K lein’s own 
automobile and threw open the pris­ 
on gates for the motor car to drive 
out to freedom with the seven pris­ 
oners. 
A trusty, John Cassidy, was 
employed as chauffeur. 
Keely and Cassidy were forced to 
accompany the fugitives until they 
reached Marseilles, where they were 
unloaded and handcuffed together to 
a tree with Keely’s prison handcuffs. 
The fugitives then continued in their 
automobile and Keely and Cassidy 
were found this morning. 
Not long after disposing of the 
men they had kidnaped, tile convicts 
aparently divided. 
Two set off eith­ 
er afoot or in another automobile 
and the remaining five fled onward 
to the south. 
In Sandy Ford valley, the original 
automobile was ditched and tile five 
convicts walked into Leonore, loot­ 
ing several farm houses en route. 
At the outskirts of Leonore 
the 
escaping prisoners met their first ob­ 
stacle. a posse of 20 citizens, includ­ 
ing some reinforcements from Strea­ 
tor, the nearest city. 
The fugitives 
had obtained firearms in the farm 
houses they looted and with these 
guns they answered the volley of 
firearms from the posse with a volley 
of their own. 
Hundreds of shots were exchang­ 
ed and when the shooting was ended 
two of the convicts were picked up. 
Robert Torrez was critically wound­ 
ed and taken to a Streator hospital. 
Gregerio Rizo had suffered a broken 
leg and minor wounds. 
Two policemen, Harry Miller 
of 
Streator and Georg** 
Katanach 
of 
Leonore, were wounded. 
What became of the three fugi­ 
tives who escaped the gun battle is 
unknown. 
Authorities believe they 
fled across the fields toward another 
town. 
Meanwhile no trace of the 
two 
convicts who broke away from their 
comrades back at Marseilles had been 
found. 
Search continued this morning for 
the five who still are at large.

be made to fit in with the methods of operation of these dams 
during the past four decades. 
These dams were constructed to do two things—help naviga-jSako!” is a rast-moving comedy with 
lion and serve waterpower development, both private undertak­ 
ings. 
That navigation affected by the control of the dams no longer 
exists. 
The logs have gone down the river, the booms have been 
taken up. There is no one who need represent to congress that 
these dams on the Upper Mississippi are essential or even greatly 
helpful to any existing form of navigation. 
The interests which 
ground wheat and manufactured things at St. Anthony Falls 40 
years ago wished a constant flow of water through their wheels 
and turbines. 
Northern Minnesota did not count for much then. 
There were no people who cared. 
There was plenty of fish. 
To 
create reservoirs in a great wild section and thus help the boys 
who drove logs and the interests which ground wheat and made 
wheels to turn was not objected to and no one can object today to 
the operation of the dams to aid navigation and power provided 
that our own internists and needs are protected and cared for. 
Northern Minnesota has population, resident and tourist. Its 
wonderful lakes are an asset of great value. Its fish and wild life 
must be protected. 
And the best of it all is that under proper 
consideration, sympathetic control and good management these 
dams may be a real asset to everyone of the lakes which they 
affect. 
Thus it is that we of this section make known this condition 
for soon correction will come too late, 
Soon the fish will have 
disappeared, the damage will have been done. 
We make, as it 
were, a last stand in behalf of fish and game life, a protest against 
the present that the future may have something to enjoy and to 
protect. 
The first request should be for the maintenance of minimum 
water levels in the upper lakes. On Leech lake that would benefit 
fish and game life. 
On Winnibigoshish that level would protect 
the fish in winter and the spawning and duck breeding grounds 
in the spring. 
A foot of pure water where the fish spawn and 
Jive is more important than a fraction of an inch in the polluted 
river below the Twin Cities. 
On Sandy lake these same consid­ 
erations may he met. 
It has been suggested during the spring 
and summer months, from May to October, that the dam reading 
at Pokegama be kept at about ten, a level which would be de­ 
sirable, known and stable. 
To say that these levels be maintained at exactly the same 
point w’ould be, of course, to deny the prviilege of the government 
to regulate the water flowage. 
At certain seasons of the year it 
would be expected that the water levels would raise hut again we 
would request that the stored waler he distributed over the sys­ 
tem so that the least possible damage would result. 
The important thing is to maintain the lakes at a definite, 
known, minimum stage. 
In asking that we are not taking water 
away from the lower river, except that, amount which will raise 
the lakes from their present levels to the desired ones. 
A few 
heavy rains and that is accomplished and certainly no one can 
deny to this section some of the rain which nature bestows upon it. 
This is a reasonable and we sincerely hope, a courteously ex­ 
pressed request. 
It should be sincerely and vigorously made to 
the proper authorities, and made in the names of every citizen of 
Cass, Itasca, Aitkin and Crow Wing counties. 
It should be made 
in the name of every citizen of Minnesota and in behalf of every 
man, woman and child who loves wild life and the beauties which 
have been so bounteously bestowed upon the Upper Mississippi.
